COPY of the Bye-laws adopted by the Managers and Visitors of the Royal Belfast 
Academical Institution on the 30th of December 1S10, and confirmed the same day 
by a Court of Proprietors, when fifty-one Proprietors were present.— These Bye-laws 
were transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council the 6th of January follow- 
ing, and thirty days having elapsed without being disallowed, they became the legal 
Bye-laws of the Institution. 



The affairs of the Institution shall be conducted by a Board, to be denominated the 
“ Board of Managers,” which Board shall consist of a President, four Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, a Treasurer, and twenty Managers. 

The President shall be elected for one year, or any longer time, by a General Board of 
Proprietors. 

The Vice-Presidents and Managers shall be elected by the same Board, to continue in 
office, after the first election, during four years : the first election to be as follows : — 

The Vice-President, and five Managers having the greatest number of votes, to continue in 
office four years; the Vice-President, and five Managers having the next greatest number 
of votes, to continue in office three years ; the Vice-President, and five Managers having the 
third greatest number, to continue in office two years ; and the Vice-President, and five 
Managers having the least number of votes, to vacate their seats at the expiration of one 
year; afterwards one-fourth of the Vice-Presidents and Managers shall vacate their seats 
annually, according to seniority of election, and be ineligible to the same for one year, but 
may be elected to other offices of the Institution. The Secretary and Treasurer* shall be 
annually elected. 

There shall also be appointed eight Visitors and three Auditors ; the Visitors subject to 
the same rules of election, vacating their offices and re-election as the Managers. The 
Auditors to be annually chosen. 

In any election, should two or more candidates have an equal number of votes, those 
whose names are entered first on the balloting list shall be considered as having the greatest 
number of votes, and be elected accordingly. 

A general meeting of Proprietors shall be held annually on the first Tuesday in July, for 
the purpose of electing the Officers of the Institution, filling up the vacancies occasioned 
by the preceding second and third sections, receiving the report of the Managers, and trans- 
acting such other business as may be tben laid before them. 

All business brought forward at any general meeting of Proprietors shall be decided by a 
majority present, and no Bye-law, alteration or repeal of a Bye-law, shall pass or take effect 
at such meeting, unless at least thirty days’ notice thereof in writing shall have been given to 
the Secretary by fifteen Proprietors or upwards, which notice the Secretary shall publish in 
the Belfast newspapers ; nor shall any Bye-law, alteration or repeal, be proposed to the 
meeting by the Board of Managers until it shall have been approved of by two-thirds of the 
members present at a meeting of their Board, sammoned for that special purpose, and notice 
thereof given to the Secretary, and published by him as above. 

The Secretary shall call a special Board of Proprietors, on requisition being at any time 
made to him by fifteen or more Proprietors. 

Election to all offices in the Institution, and the adoption of all Bye-laws and general 
regulations, shall be by ballot, the manner and form of which shall be settled by the Board 
of Managers. 

On the election to an office in the Institution, the duties of it shall be made known to the 
person elected by the Secretary ; and if he decline to act, the next on the list shall be 
appointed in his place, and so on until the office shall have been filled. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to superintend the political economy of 
the Institution, under which are comprehended the finances and buildings, with all 
arrangements relating thereto, to engage suitable persons as Masters, Professors, Librarian 
and Assistants, and to remove them wnen they see cause; to make rules for admission to the 
Lectures, Library and Museum, and for preserving order there, and generally throughout the 
Institution. 

They shall have power to admit to the Library, Museum and Lectures, strangers who may 
be distinguished by their rank or literary acquirements.

TTiey shall cause fair and accurate accounts to he kept of all receipts, payments and other 
business transacted by diem, their officers and agents respectively, and annually make up 
the same to the first of J uly in every year, and lay them, with the vouchers, before the 
Auditors m time to prepare them for being laid before the general meeting.

Resolved unanimously, — 

That no clergyman who may be appointed after the 1 st of January 1829, by the ioint 
Boards of Managers and Visitors, a Professor or Master in the Belfast Academical Insti- 
tution, shall be permitted to hold any pastoral charge in conjunction with his Professorship 
or Mastership, but shall be obliged to divest himself of such pastoral charge on undertaking 
his duties in the Institution or within three months thereafter, otherwise his election to be null 
and vend • and if any Professor or Master in the Institution appointed by the ioint Boards 
shall, after the above date, accept any pastoral charge, he shall thereby vacate his Profes- 
sorship or Mastership, it being always understood that this Bye-law is to continue in force so 
long only and no longer than the pecuniary grant may be continued to the Institution by 
irarnament, thereby securing adequate salaries to the Professors. 



Resolved by the Court of Proprietors, on the 30 th December 1628 , — 

That the Board of Managers be directed to give notice to the Moderator of the seceding 
Synod, similar to that m the Bye-laws passed this day respecting the Moderator of the 
General Synod of Ulster, and allow the same facilities for the purpose of forming an opinion 
respecting the qualifications of candidates, which opinion the Moderator may “transmit to 
the Secretary of the Institution.

REGULATIONS respecting the Permanency of Professors and Teachers in the 
Royal Belfast Academical Institution. 

Joint Boards of Managers and Visitors, 20 January 1818. 

Resolved unanimously, — 

That every Professor or Teacher in this Institution, who has been or may be elected to 
fill those offices, be deemed permanently appointed to his situation, unless' he shall forfeit 
his claim to public confidence by misconduct, neglect of duty, or incapacity, and that his 
dismissal shall take place only after the charges of misconduct, neglect or incapacity shall 
have been fully proved to the satisfaction of the Board of Managers assembled for that 
purpose, agreeably to the tenth section of the Bye-laws ; and further, that the investigation 
shall take place in presence of the person accused, provided he requires it. 

The above resolution was confirmed by a Court of Proprietors held on the 22 d of 
January 1818 , when forty Proprietors were present.

Royal Belfast Academical Institution. 

PLAN of a Board of Faculty adopted by the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors 
the 17 th February 1818 , and confirmed by a Court of Proprietors on oth of March 
same year, when thirty-one Proprietors were present. 

Resolved, That the Board of Faculty should consist of the Professors of the Insti- 
tution in the collegiate department for the time being, including the Professors of Theology 
and Church History appointed to lecture in the Institution. 

Resolved, That we consider a Board of Faculty thus constituted fully competent to 
superintend the literary concerns of the collegiate department of the Institution. 

Resolved, That the senior Professor, reckoning from the date of his appointment, should 
be the first President of the Board, to continue in office for one year, after which the office 
shall be filled by the Professor next him in order of appointment, and so on in rotation.

Resolved That the Board of Faculty should he empowered to take cognizance of every 
thine connected with the literary pursuits and moral discipline of the collegiate depart- 
ment of the Institution, to regulate the course of studies to he pursued, and to direct the 
formation of new classes when necessary, with the concurrence of the joint Boards ot 
Managers and Visitors, to appoint the hours for the meetings of the several classes, and 
the time and order of public examinations, and finally to adjudge premiums, sign the 
testimonials given to students at the close of the collegiate course, in the presence ot the 
Managers and Visitors specially summoned for that purpose, and to enforce discipline by 
such fines and punishments as they may deem proper. 

Resolved, That the Board of Faculty should meet in the Institution once a week 
durino- the college session, and as often during vacation as they shall see fit : no meeting to 
he competent to transact business unless three members are present, and that they may 
hold extraordinary meetings during the session or in vacation, giving such notice as they 
may deem right ; the quorum to be the same as at ordinary meetings. 

Resolved, That on the second Wednesday of October in each year, the Board of Faculty 
should meet to make arrangements for the ensuing session, of which meeting the Secretary 
shall give each member one week’s notice. 

Resolved, That in case any difference of opinion should arise in the Board of Faculty, 
which they cannot amicably settle, the same shall be referred to the joint Boards of Managers 
and Visitors specially summoned for that purpose to decide thereon.

Royal Belfast Academical Institution. 

PLAN of a Board of Faculty adopted by the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors, 
on the 24th of August 1841, and confirmed by a Court of Proprietors held on the 7th 
of September same year, when thirty-five Proprietors were present. 

1st. Resolved, That the following Resolutions respecting the constitution of a Board of 
Faculty be substituted for those adopted by the Court of Proprietors on the 5th of March 
1818 , which are now rescinded. 

2d. Resolved, That thW^MlK W \ IP the discipline of the 
Literary and Philosophical department of the College in the Royal Belfast Academical 
Institution, which shall be called ‘ £ The Board of the Faculty of Arts.” 

3d. Resolved, That the Board of the Faculty of Arts shall consist of all the Professors 
in the Literary and Philosophical department of said College, who have been or shall be 
elected to their respective offices by the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors, and who 
shall have taken and subscribed the engagement hereafter mentioned. 

4th. Resolved, That every person who shall hereafter offer himself as a candidate for 
any vacant chair in the Literary and Philosophical department of the College, shall 
immediately, on forwarding his application to the Secretary of the Institution, and before the 
day fixed for the election, he furnished, by the said Secretary, with a copy of the terms and 
conditions upon which the Professor to be appointed shall hold his situation in the Institution, 
and, among other things, he shall be informed, that in case of his election it will be neces- 
sary for him to take and subscribe the following declaration : 

“I, A. B., hereby solemnly promise and engage, that during my continuance in office 
as a Professor in the Literary and Philosophical department of the Royal Belfast 
Academical Institution, I will not exercise any power or privilege, nor discharge any 
duty devolving on me by virtue of my said office, in such a manner as to interfere 
directly or indirectly with the religious faith of any pupil or student of whatever deno- 
mination who may be in attendance in any department of the Royal Belfast Academical 
Institution.” 

The successful candidate shall be required, within fourteen days after he has received 
notice of his election, to sign a copy of the above engagement, and to forward the same, so 
signed, to the Secretary of the Institution, to be kept by him among the records ; and if 
such successful candidate shall neglect or refuse to sign such copy of the said engagement, 
or to forward the same so signed to the said Secretary within the said period of fourteen days 
after he shall have received notice of his election, then the election of the candidate so 
neglecting or refusing, shall be null and void, and the chair shall again be declared vacant 
by the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors. a 

5th. The senior Professor, reckoning from the date of his election, shall be the first Pre- 
sident, and the next in order of seniority, the first Secretary of the Board, each to continue 
in office till the close of the College session after his appointment; after which, each office 
shall be filled by the Professor next in order of seniority to the person by whom it had 
been last occupied, and so on in rotation: in case of the absence of the regular President 
or Secretary, the Board shall appoint a President or Secretary pro tempore. 

6th. The 
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6th. The Board shall meet in the Institution on the second Wednesday of October in each 
year to make arrangements for the ensuing session ; of -which meeting’ the Secretary shall 
give to each member one week’s notice. The Board shall also meet statedly on the first and 
third Saturday of each month throughout the College session, and may hold special meet- 
ings as often as three members of the Board shall call upon the Secretary by requisition to 
convene a meeting, whether during the session or in vacation, one day’s notice being given 
by the Secretary to every member of every such meeting, whether stated or special ; but no 
meeting shall be competent to transact business unless three members be present. 

7th. The Board of the Faculty of Arts shall have power, and it shall be their duty to 
arrange the hours for the meeting of the several classes in the Literary and Philosophical depart- 
ments of the Institution ; to fix the time and order of the public examinations, and to coun- 
tersign the tickets of those students whose answering shall appear to them satisfactory, and 
to award premiums to those who may display superior merit; to propose and adjudge 
premiums for voluntary competition in the various branches of literature and science ; to 
enforce discipline by such fines and punishments as they may deem proper; to make and 
preserve an accurate register or album of all students attending the Literary and Philoso- 
phical department ; to fix, with the concurrence of the joint Boards, the amount of fees in 
defraying the expense of fire, light, servants’ wages, premiums, books and apparatus, for 
the use of the College department ; to furnish to the joint Boards, or to the Board of Visitors, 
such information as they may require respecting the state of the College department 
under their care; and to make from time to time such representations to the joint Boards 
as they may deem necessary for the general good of the Literary and Philosophical 
department of the Royal Belfast Academical Institution. 

8th. The Secretary of the Faculty of Arts shall duly enter the minutes of the "Board in a 
book to be kept for that purpose ; and said minute book shall be laid before the joint Boards 
at their meeting on the first Tuesday of each month, and whenever they may call for it at 
other times. 

9th. If any member of the Faculty of Arts shall protest against any act or proceeding of 
the Board, the same shall be referred to the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors specially 
summoned, who shall decide thereon. 

10th. The Professors who may have been or may hereafter be appointed by any religious 
body to deliver theological lectures to students preparing for the ministry in their respec- 
tive churches, and who shall have received accommodation for lecturing within the Insti- 
tution, may, should they think fit, form themselves into a Board or Boards, which shall have 
power to make regulations for maintaining discipline in their own classes : provided always, 
that no regulation whieh such Board or Boards may deem it necessary to make, shall in 
any way interfere with the general discipline of the College department under the superin- 
tendence of the Faculty of Arts. 

11th. Should any theological professor feel aggrieved by any improper or disrespectful con- 
duct on the part of any student who may be under the jurisdiction of any other theological 
Professor, or under that of the Faculty of Arts, he shall report the same to such Professor 
or Faculty ; and in the event of the grievance not being removed, he shall then report the same 
to the joint Boards of Managers and Visitors. 



RESOLUTIONS respecting the Board of the Faculty of Arts, agreed to at a Court of 
Proprietors held on the 5th of July 1842, when thirty-two Proprietors were present. 

Understanding that the Professors who have already subscribed the non-interference 
pledge feel that to call upon them to renew it would imply an imputation on their characters, 
and feeling also that the said subscription is equally binding as if it were now renewed, — 

Resolved, That the last clause of the third Resolution of this Court passed on the 7th of 
September 1841, and commencing after the word “ Visitors,” be now rescinded ; and that 
the joint Boards be now authorized to establish a literary Faculty, without demanding any 
new pledge of religious non-interference from those Professors who have already signed the 
engagement on that subject required by the late Faculty of this Institution. 

Resolved, That that part of the Resolutions of the Court of Proprietors held on the 7th 
of September last which relates to the appointment of a Secretary to the Board of Faculty, 
be rescinded, and that the appointment of a Secretary’ be left to the discretion of the mem- 
bers of that Board.
